Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The rejection of claims 1-5 under 35 USC 102(b) over Mookherjee et al. 
('098) is maintained. 

Applicant argues that the difference between the present invention and the 
reference is in the products obtained. Applicant's argument was considered but not 
persuasive for the following reasons. 

The instant claims are drawn to a process of making and not compounds. The 
steps comprising the process are the essential features for consideration in determining 
the patentability of the instant invention and not the particular compound/substance 
obtained by its application. The steps of the process taught by the reference are 
identical to that recited by the instant claims thus the instant process is encompassed 
by the reference.

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In addition, the ordinary artisan in the art would expect identical process steps 
utilizing identical reactants under identical reaction condition to result in identical 
products. Therefore, he would have the reasonable expectation that the two processes 
would result in identical products. 

For these reasons and those given in Paper No. 3, the rejection of claims 1-5 
under 35 USC 102(b) over Mookherjee et al. ('098) is maintained.
